Crisis in the Strike Expected To-Morrow 
—In the Meantime the Strikers Have 
the Roads Tied Up Worse Than Ever— 
An Unusually Quict Fourth of July at 
the Union Depot- A Food and Pro- 
vision Famine Threatened If the Tie- 
Up Is Not Broken—Concerns Shutting 


Down. 


To-day the railroads bave practically taken 

a holiday and are letting their striking em- 

ployes have thelr own way. Trafic is al- 

most ata standstill, the officials of all the 
lines centering at St. Louis having decided to 
remain inactive until the Fourth is over. No 
attemptis being madeto move freight on 
either side of the river, and with a majority 
of the roads not much Hort is being made to 
even move passenger trains. 
To-morrow the inactivity will cease and 
the railway managers, who have quietly 
_ submitted to the tying-up of their lines, will 
take decisive steps toward putting their 
roads into active operation. Then trouble 
is ikely to break loose. Up to this 
time there have deen no acts of violence. 

The strikers have behaved remarkably well, 
and have not even annoyed the police 
who are protecting railway property. 
But the explanation of their serenity 
may be due to the docile inactivity of 
the railway managers. 80 far, whenever 
the men struck the railroad simply ceased 
business, and made no effort to put otter 
men in the place of strikers. 

WILL EMPLOY NEW MBX. 
Now they are going 
sue more defiant and hostile 
policy. Other men are being hired 
Wa ate being brought to St. Louis on all in- 
coming trains. They represent every branch 
oftraliway service, and many of them, the 
raliroads claim, are competent and thor- 
oughly experienced. 

To-morrow several of the roads who 
notified their employes that they would be 
discharged it they did not report tor auty by 
yesterday noon, will endeavor to fill the 
places of the strikers with new men and it is 
their intention to resume sending ont their 
freight trains. It they meet with obstrue- 
tion from the strikers they will apply to the 
United States courts for an  injunc- 
tion, and if a restraining order of 
the courts does not prevent inter- 


ference they will call on the President 
for troops, if other means of protection fail 
to keep the trains moving.

‘ Tied Up—Other Trains. 

The Union Depot was a dismal place this 
morning. Despite the fact that it is the 
glorious Fourth fewer people were moving 
than on ordinary days. The downpour of 
rain had Kept most of the exbursionists 
away for which the Terminal Association 
was Guly grateful. The widespread ‘charac- 
ter of the strike is keeping people 


through to their 
destination without eer. * 

Both the Wabash and t bnicago & Alton 
roads were tied up tighter than drams this 
mo „ mot a tram on either of them 
coming in or going out of St. is. The 
Terminal Association could get them out if 
28 to do so but as they are bound to be 
stalled within a few miles of the 
clay it is thought to be wiser not to make a 
start. The depot bulletin board simply an- 
nounced on incoming trains, that on the Wa- 
bash the passenger service for the present 
was entirely discontinued. For the Chicago 
& Alton the board stated that the Chicago 
Express was annulled““ and the Kansas 
Oity night express indefinitely late. In the 
early morning a few of the Wabash suburban 
trains were run, but even this branch of the 
service had to be abandoned. 

The Big Four’s position is becoming 
more critical. The Cincinnati, Washing- 
ton and New Torx Express did 
not reach here this morning. 
The Bis Four train No. ll, known as the 
Alton Express, did not co out this morning. 
No. 8, known asthe Day Express, slated to 
leave at 7:20, did not get out antillafters. It 
carried a strange fireman, and when he got 
to East St. Louis he quit the engine and the 
train was stranded. After a long wait an- 
other freman was found and the train 
started for the East. 

Other evidence of the chaotic condition of 
Western senger service its shown by 
the fact that the Vandalia Chicago Dia- 
mond special, due here at 7:30 a. 
Mm., was two hours late. The fron 
Mountain Texas special, due at 7:25 a. m. 
was four hours late, but the Memphis and 
California expresses on this same road were 
both on time. The second section of the 
Now York and Washington express on the 
O. & M., due at 7:15, was three hours late. 
The Loult ville express on the Air Line due at 
7:25 was one hour and Ofteen minutes late. 
Anyone who wanted to get out on the ex- 
cursion trains of the Friseo or Missouri 
Pacific had no trouble in deing accommo- 
dated. All the trains necessary to handie 
the crowd were run. The chief difficulty had 
the crowd been iarge would have been in 
making up the trains here, bat the force of 
switchmen on duty succeeded in handling 
the business without delay as comparatively 
few cars were needed.

is now threatened. Not more than one-fifth 


of the mines in the Illinois District have been 
in operation, many of the mine owners 
still refusing to sign the scale, 


as they were in nohurryto start up. There 
was not much of a demand for coal, as many 
factories and other concerns using large 
quantities had not resumed operations, and, 
considering the demand, the output was 
fully up to the requirements... But even this 
small Dusiness could not be kept up, as 
not — empty cars could be gotten to the 
mines to keep them running, and the result 
has been that number have deen 
working on short time and it 
is more then probable that nearly all 
will close down altogether if conditions do 
not change in a coupie of days. A prominent 
dealer said that there was very little coal on 
the tracks in East St. Louls yesterday after- 
noon, and that he woald not be surprised to 
see the price go up to Where it was some 
weeks ago during the coal strike. The Tudor 
Iron Co., N. K. Fairbank & Co. and some of 
the brick-yards have shut down for lack of 
fuel. The city water-works are running 
short of coal.

Ice Supply Selling Short—Beef-Killing

Some of the large dealers are out of ice and 
if conditions do not change within a week the 
price of this most necessary article will soar

To Tell a Horse’s Age. 


Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In last Tharsday’s Post-DisPaTcH was 
published an item saying that a horse's age 
could not be told by the shape of his teeth 
after he reached the age of 8 years. The ar- 
ticle being somewhat misleading, the writer 


submits the followkag, which, as a rule, will 
ve found correct. 

Eight to tourteeg gars after birth the frst 
middle bnippers o set of i teeth are 
cul; fourto six KS afterward, the pair 
next to them, and Dy, after six or eight 
months, the tseMe ul Es appear. All 
these milk teeth have a weil defined body and 
neck and a slender fank, and on their front 
surfaces grooves of furrows, which disap- 
pear from the middle nippersat the end of 
one — trom tue next pair in two years, 
and frum the lacisors (cutters) in three years. 
atthe age of tue middle aippers become 
ioose and pull out zin their places appear two 
permanent teeth with deep, black cavities 
and full sharp edges: 

At the age of 8 the next pair falls out. At 4 
years the corner th tau out, and at the 
age ofS yearsthe Borse has his permanent 
set of teeth. 

The teeth growin length asthe horse ad 
vances in years, Dut at the same time his 
teeth are worn away by use about one 
twelfth of an inen every year, so tuat the 
black cavities of the center nippers below 
disappeerinthe 6th year; those of the next 
pair in the 7th year and those of the corner 
teeth in the &th year. 

Also the outer corner teethof upper and 
lower Jaw just meet at 8 years of age. 

At’ years oid cups leave the two center 
nippers above, and each of the two upper 
corner teeth hasa little sharp protrusivn at 
the extreme Outer corners. At the age of 10 
the cups disappear from the avjoloing ieeth, 
and at the age of 11 the cups disappear trom | 
the corner teeth above, and are oniy indi- 
cated by brownish spots.

The tariff bill has passed 
the Senate.

‘MISSOURI CROFS 


How the Weather Has Affec'ed Them in 
Various Localities. 


The weatherand crop bulletin issued by 
the Missouri Weather Service for the week 
ending June 80, contains some interesting 
information about Missouri crops. The 
mean temperature of the week was from 8 to 
7 deg. above the normal and most parts of 


the State are very much in need of 
rain, In some sections, however, there 
have been beavy rain storms, which dam- 
aged the wheat and oat crops to some ox 
tent.

Tt To Claimed That He Thought Feople 
Were Constantly Conspiring Against 
Him—His Remarkable Law- Book 
Scheme—The General in the 4rmr~ 
His Experience With Cleveland. 


After an absence from st. Louis for almost 
two years, during which his pranks were but 
seldom referred to, and were in a fair way to 
be forgotten, Gen. O. P. Gooding bas been 
heard of from Washington, D. O. Tester - 
Gay's Gigpatches to the Post-DIsraTcH con- 
veyed the information that the ex-Commis- 
Sioner of Police had been excluded from 
the White-house as Gangerous, after having 
80 well concealed his notions that he ob. 
tained several interviews with the Presi- 
dent. 

Gen. O. F. Gooding has acted pecullarciy 
for many years. During thecivil war, it is 
said that he conceived the idea that a colo- 
nelof dis own command had formed the 
purpose to Kill him in dattle, and riding into 
an engagement on one occasion, with this 
man at his side, the General, it is claimed, 
gave the enemy no attention, 
his eyes on the sus 
were together. He a ward accu 
same man of designs on his life, it is sta 
and told him that he (Gooding) was read 
for him.“ This last was a favorite ph 
Gooding’s, and was uttered hundreds of 
times and with reference to a score of indi- 
viduals. * 

GOODING’S GREAT LAW BOOK SCHEME. 

Fourteen or fifteen years ago Gooding told 
a lawyer of his acquaintance, so the 
latter states, that he had i ~»prac- 
tically finished a law book which 


should contain all the law in the world, of all 
countries, and de became greatly excited and 
irritated when the gentleman expressed the 
doubt that so much could be compressed into 
a book no larger than Blackstone. 

It seemed to bea notion of Gooding that he 
was born to great political distinction and 
that he was prevented from taking his right- 
ful place oy the machinations of his 
enemies. he efforts to defeat his 
ambitions were always characterized aa 
elaborate conspiraeies. He wanted, above 
all things, to be Governor of Missouri, and it 
is said that he imagined that Mrs. Jefferson 
Davis and Vincent armaduke had conspired 
to defeat that ambition. He said that Mrs. 
Davis wrote the book &nd placed it in the 
hends of Mr. Marmaduke to be loaned to him 
to road and then ur. Marmaduke asked him 
how be liked it. Gen, Gooding 
Geclined to answer the question, giving as 
the reason that if he said he liked the book 
all the people of Northern sentiments would 
oppose him; while, if he said that he did not 
like the book, ali the Southern people would 
oppose his candidacy. 

Mr. Arthur Lee is one of those who Gen. 
Gooding fancied was in a conspiracy to harm 
him. On one occasion, Mr. Lee states, Gen. 
Gooding sent Judge Chester H. Krum to call 
on Mr. Lee and Mr. James L. Biair and col- 
lect $100,000, which, the General informed 
Judge Krum, Messrs. Lee and Blair had col- 
lected from their friends to pay him for libels 
which they had uttered concerning him. 
Judge Krum made the application, but 
treated it as a jest and nothing came of It. 
Mr. Lee Delieves that Gen. Gooding’s 
unfriendly feeling for him may have orig- 
inated ia the former's refusal to support 
Gea. Gooding for the Vice-Presideney of the 
Police Board; and also that he was provoked 
toempity toward Mr. Blair because he was 
elected to the coveted position. The General 
never threatened, as far as is Known, to kill 
any one, but constantly declared his belief 
that divers persons were plotting to destroys 
him. On one occasion, it is said, he charged 
a drummer wh sat writing in the corridor 
of the Lindell Hotel with inditiag some 

to his hurt, although he had never seen 
man before. 


PUBLISHED A BOOK... — 
About a year ago Gen. Gooding pup- 
lished a book entitied re People’s 
Goad vs, the Monarebie God,’" which 
a Gel in the way of com- 
poe Supposed conspirators, 

. James L. and Mr. Arthur Lee are 
those whose names are mentioned in 
ction.

Gen. Gooding’s supposed enemies have 
never believed that he would do them any 
harm. nor did he ever, as far as is known, 
offer violence to any one. He claimed to 
be acting entirely on the defensive. 
For this reason an ~ gr 2— to have the 
General restrained o is liberty was denied 
by Judge Woerper, and the matter was 
dropped. 
ATTENTIONS TO WIDOWS. 
Gen. Gooding’s predilection for attractive 
ladies is well remembered by the people of 
this city. It is said that beside Mrs. Janu- 
ary, whose case was widely discussed, sev- 


eral other widows, itis said, were honored 
by his attentions before they had formed his 
acquaintance. Gen. ing is said 
to have delle ved in every case 
that the non-success of his suits was 
due to the machinations of personal enemies. 
The only reiative of Gen. Goodidg who is 
known last. Louls, isa brother who lives in 
Indiana. Gen. Gooding graduated from 
West Point, and raised a regiment of cavalry 
in Indiana. He resigned In 186i and after the 
war practiced law in St. Louis.
